The subject as represented might portray a scene from the vast 
Alexandrian legend, or as well depict Paris and Helen. The lady 
is the same who appears in No. 271 (not belonging to this set 
of three), which might figure an exploit of the Macedonian, 
though it appears more clearly to commemorate the most famous 
amorous achievement of the Trojan. The wooer too is the same, 
and in medieval representation makes as good a Paris as an 
Alexander. 

“Identifying tapestries is like playing a game, like solving a 
piquant problem, like pursuing the elusive snark. *♦* Who .shall 
not say that an intensely human gratification is experienced 
when tile owner of it tapestry *• with the History of Alexander 
tells you it is the only set of that series ever woven, and you 
know better.?”

In golden helmet with ostrich plumes of several colors, in tunic 
of deep blue and brilliant white, in golden armor and in a mantle 
of rose, white, gold and brown — in all this splendor — a gallant 
man, seated, embraces a coronetted lady who is seated at his side. 
She is in flowing robes of gold, blue, white, pale rose, pearl-gray 
and soft browns, and her draperies are embroidered with acanthi. 
She looks toward her eager adorer, both being seen in profile, 
as she lays a restraining hand upon his froward arm. They are 
at the entrance to a grotto of great rocks, pendent branches of 
leaves swing above them, and at left are white clouds in a blue sky.
